EXPLANATION OF THE SYSTEM OF REGISTRATION. 


This report, the seventeenth of its kind published by

It is 
based on the returns 
and reports noted 
on the margin. 
Statistics relative 
to tho rail-borne 
traffic of these 
Provinces since 
1884-85 are review¬ 
ed in a separate 
report, entitled the 
“ Report on tho 
Rail-borne Traffic 


of Beng^.” 

Daring tho year under report no change was made in the system under 
which tho internal trade of the Province is registered, nor in tho mode of 
registration of the trade of Calcutta and Chittagong. 

2. The statistics which arc furnished in Chapters II to IX of this report 
Trade along the chief route. include— 


The boat traffic registered on the Nadia rivers. * 

The boat and steamer traffic registered on the Brahmaputra and Moghna 
rivers. 

Tho steamer traffic on the Ganges, the Bhagirathi, tho Jalangi, and the 
Hooghly rivers. 
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The boat traffic registered on the Midnapore and Hijili canals. . 
l^he boat traffic registered on the Orissa canals and the Orissa Coast Cana 1. 
The boat traffic registered on the Calcutta canals. 

3. The boat traffic on the Brahmaputra and Meghna rivers which crosses 
from Bengal into Assam and vice versd is registered at Bhairab Bazar and 
Dhnbri under arrangements made by the Assam Administration. The steamai^ 
plying on the Brahmaputra and Mogihna rivers between Bengal and Assam 
belong ^o the India General Steam Navigation Company and the Rivers 
Steam Navigation Company. TJiose on the Ganges belong to tlie India Gene¬ 
ral Steam Navigation Company, and the steamers of the Calcutta Steam 
Navigation Company run between Calcutta and marts in tlie Burdwan, Midna¬ 
pore, lloogbly, Nadia, Mursltidabad, and Balasore districts. Statistics of the 
traffic carried by all those companies have been obtained by Government from 
their records. 

'I'Jie acknowledgments of tho Lieutenant-Governor are again due to the 
Agents of those Companies for tho courtesy with which they have invariably 
permitted their tratlo statistics to be used by Government. 

4. The inland trade of Calcutta and tlio inland and sea-borne trade of 


tho Chittagong port are described separately in 
Chapters Vlll and IX. Tho boat and road traffic 
of Calcutta is registered by means of a cordon of 
registering stations, 24 in number, placed on tho Ilooglily and on tho canals and 
roads around Calcutta and the Suburbs and Howrah. For Chittagong, tho 
returns exhibit the sea-borne trade, foreign and coasting, as well as that carried 
by country boats. 

6. 'X'ho classification of articles followed In this report is unchanged, and is 

in accord with tho classification list which is adopted 
ClaHsification ol coimnod.tu.s. registration of the rail-borne trade of India.

(2) In the case of opium and other intoxicating drugs and chemicals 

the actual cost of tho articles as manufactured for Government 
or the trade, as the case may be, has been obtained from the 
Board of Revenue, Lower Provinces, and adopted. 

(3) For articles included under tho sub-head “Others,” value rates 

have been ascertained once for all and standard rates adopted, 

(4) For tho other articles enumerated in the classification list, the 

value rates have been fixed on the basis of local prices from 
selected districts, and of prices prevailing in the chief markets. 

7. In the trade returns for all articles of import into Calcutta from British 
provinces, the value rates of the exporting provinces have been taken, while in 
the case of exports from Calcutta the value rates have been assigned according 
to tho valuation statement mentioned above, which has also been adopted in 
the valuation of the internal trade, import and export, of tho Lower Provinces 
of Bengal.

2. The falling oil in the traffic was due to the Jalangi alone being, 
open throughout the year ; the entrance of the Mathablinnga from the Canges 
was in a bad state, as in the previous year, and the Jihagirathi became silted up 
after the close of the raiins : further, tlie railway, by afl'ording greater facilities 
for trade, drew away a 2 )ortiou of the ti’affio which would otherwise have 
been carried by tho Bhagiiathi. 

.‘b Downstream traj^ic .—According to weight, tho ])ast j^car’s traffic 
showed a falling off of 14‘95 per cent, a.s compared Avith tho traffic of 1891-92, 
and of 21*92 per cent, as compared with that of 1890-91. The. fluctuations in 
the prineijial articles carried downstream during tho jiast two years ore shown 
below:—

4. JuUf raw. —The great bulk of this traffic comes from Northern Bengal. 
Last year tho largest decrease compared witli 1891-92 occurred in. tho con¬ 
signments from Pabna (49,444 maunds), Malda (42,397 maunds), Purnea 
(41,496 maunds) and Rnjshabi (32,530 maunds), and the only districts which 
showed an increase arc Dinajpur (39,272 maunds) and Nadia (31,070 maunds). 

6. Food-grains .—The total traffic in food-grains fell from 26,24,669 
maunds in 1891-92 to 19,95,989 maunds in 1892-93. The decrease is observable 
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in respect of all grains, except “ other food-grains,” which showed an advance' 
of 36‘10 per cent, in comparison with the previous year’s figures. 

In the case of wheat, the largest decrease,is shown against Nadia, which 
supplied 1,18,630 maunds against 2,26,188 *maunds in the previous year. 
Among other supplying districts, Bhagalpur showed a falling off of 66,036 
, maunds, Patna oi 62,102 maunds, Murshidabad of 56,484 maunds and Malda 
* of 29,274 maunds. As regards rice, the shipments from Dinajpur fell from 
2,67,864 maunds in 1891-92 to only 9,203 maunds in the past year, and the 
only district which showed an appreciable increase was Burdwan, which con¬ 
tributed 1,89,302 maunds against 1,26,985 maunds in 1891-92. The fluctua¬ 
tions in the trade in gram and pulses were mainly due to shorter despatches 
from Nadia (1,18,874 maunds), Bhagalpur (27,060 maunds) and the Sonthal 
Parganas (21,650 maundsX As to miscellaneous food-grains, there was a decrease 
of 75,532 maunds in the shipments from Bihar, the deficiency being moat 
noticeable in the case of Bhagalpur, but this decrease was more than made 
up by increased supplies drawn from Nadia (3,06,911 maunds against 1,41,848 
maunds) and Murshidabad (1,55,149 maunds against 82,006 maunds).

6. Oilseeds .—Under linseed, there has boon a considerablo decrease in 
the total quantity registered during the past year. Compared with 1891-92, 
the exports from Patna fell off by 1,76,114 maunds, those from Ehagalpur by 
35,478 maunds, those from Darbhanga by 30,817 maunds, those from Monghyr 
by 25,704 maunds, and those from Murshidabnd by 36,156 maunds, the only 
district showing an increase being Saran (98,053 maunds against 55,911 
maunds). 

Under mustard-seed, however, there was some recovery in th*e past year’s 
trade as compared with 1891-92, but the figures are still below those of 1890-91 
by 27,564 maunds. The increase is general, and every supplying district 
contributes a share except Bhagalpur, which shows a falling off of from 1,13,874 
maunds in 1891-92 to 97,780 maunds in 1892-93.

The very largo increase of traffic on the Moghna route is worthy of notice. 
Looking to the imports, the largest increase in the year’s traffic occurred in raw 
jute, which rose from 60,01),566 maunds in 1891-92 to 70,38,937 uiauuds in 
1892-9.3. Of the other principal staples, there were increases under raw cotton, 
rice, and hides, against decreases under mustard-seed, gunnies, and gram and 
pulse. As regards exports, the value of the traffic in European piece-goods 
showed a considerable advance, namely. Its. 1,65,90,774, against Its. 1,53,04,420 
in the previous year; the other articles showing an increase being rice and salt.

INLAND AND SEA-BOBNE TRADE OF CHITTAGONG. 

The sea-borne trade of Chittagong is dealt with hi the report of tlie 
Collector of Customs, Calcutta, on Trade and Navigation, and it is also noticed 
in this report for purposes of comparison mth the inland trade.
